1.8. PRESENCE IN EGYPT ANALYZED

[Novosti correspondent Ye. Vasil'yev report: “The Americans in Egypt") 


|\Text! Catro--No, they do not adver*ise their presence. They even try to conceal it. 
However, they cannot fail to advertise their merchandise, hotels, construction com- 
panies and banks, of course. And Cairo, particularly the center, is increasingly 
beginning to resemble an American city. The Coca-Cola and Pepsi-Cola ads--a kind of 
vanguard of American advertising--already fill Cairo's streets. But these are only 
the outward signe of the growing American presence. It is more imposing in actual 
fact. 


Let us begin with the embassy. its staff has grown to 280--780 witin dependents. 
There are now approximately 600 military specialists in Egypt. As a whole, the 
American colony in the Arab Republic of Egypt has risen to 5,000. One American jour- 
naliet observed, it is true, that this figure is not very high. There were from 
60,000 to 50,000 Americans in iran. 


What attracts the Americans in Egypt? O11? Yes, but this is far from the main 
thing. It is perhaps easiest to answer this question if we trace the direction in 
which American money is being channeled. 


Since 1975 che United States has granted Egypt $5.3 billion for “civil construction” 
alone. The influx of American “assistance” has now risen to $100 million per month. 
Yet the United States is not building major industrial facilities in Egypt (two heat 
and electric power plants in the Cairo area and Ismailiyah and a cement works near 
Suez are exceptions). The money is going mainly to purchase various commodities 
(wheat imports, for example, constitute 1.6 million tons a year) and develop the in- 
frastructure: the telephone network, water supply, roads. 


In short, American “assistance” is clearly directed not at strengthening Egypt's 
economic independence but at subordinating its economy to U.S. interests and creat- 
ing conditions for the profitable investment of American capital in Egypt. Natur- 
ally, the Americans are displaying particular concern for the development of the pri- 
vate sector. The United States is employing evarymeans to encourage American inves- 
tore Egypt. for ite part, is doing the same. 


But private capital from the United States is in no hurry to pour into Egypt. Busi- 
nesemen give the following reasons: Egypt's isolation from the rest of the Arab 
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world and lack of confidence in the political stability of the al-Sadat regime. As 
yet only 50 American companies have opened branches in Egypt. "“Thie number remains 
comparatively low,” the INTERNATIONAL HERALD TRIBUNE writen, “because American busi- 
ness lage behind Washington's political itarerests.” 


Washington is now primarily endeavoring to consolidate ite military presence on 
Egyptian territory. Egypt is already being given $1.5 billion in military aseist- 
ance. The firet 35 F-4E Phantoms and 50 of the planned 800 armored personnel car- 
riers, 11 modernized Hawk missile batteries, a dozen naval patrol craft and other 
arms have been supplied to Egypt. Military assistance is promised to che tune of a 
further $4 billion. A program of the joint American-Egyptian production of a number 
of types of modern armament is being drawn up. The United States is displaying the 
livelfeat interest in modernizing the Egyptian armed forces, which, according to 
epecialie's' caleulations, will cost $10-15 billion. 


The United Scates is presentiy using in Egypt air bases in the [Kena] and Cairo 
areas. American warships are calling at Egyptian ports. The U.S. Air Force planes 
which took part in the failed attempt to free the American hostages in Iran set off 
from the Egyptian airfields. President al-Sadat has promised the U.S. armed forces 
the necessary assistance if they need to conduct combat operations in the Persian 
Gulf area or anv Arab country. 


All the enumerated facts indicate that the Americans’ main goal in Eg >t is to in- 
sure the protection of its interests in the Near and Middle East and Africa and to 
draw the country into ite imperialist adventures. However, while spending millions 
and billions of dollars on pursuing its own policy goals the United States feels it- 
self as unsure as could be in Egypt. "A gamble has been made on a single person-- 
al-Sadat,” the well-known American journalist Christopher Wren writes. A risky gam- 
ble, for sure.

U.S., PRC TRY TO UNDERMINE SOCIALIST ORIENTATION MOVEMENT

Text) The appearance of a new and, if | can so put it, a most aggressive direction 
in contemporary anti-Sovietism and anticommunism is connected with the countries of 

a soclalist orfentation. It is a question of an attempt by the imperialists (and, 
in concert with them, of the Maoists) to represent the internationalist assistance 

of the states of the socialist community (particularly the USSR) to the forces of 
national and social liberation as an action ensuing from great-power, military- 
strategic considerations, disturbing the evolved correlation of forces between the 
two world systems and contradicting detente and the spirit of the Helsinki agree- 
ments. The ideologists of anti-Sovietism are attempting in vain to ascribe some 
impertalist aims to our country, put it on the same footing as the imperialist coun- 
tries and to portray conflict situations in the developing world (engendered 

either by the policy of imperialism or interstate or internal social-class con- 
tradictions) as having been caused by the rivalry of the "two superpowers” and 

their struggle for spheres of influence. 


This direction in anticommunism has taken form basically in recent years, when 
imperialism, having suffered major defeats in the zone of the national Liberation 
novement, has been endeavoring at all costs to preserve its strong points there and 
to prevent a strengthening of the positions of progressive ("pro-Soviet," in the 
terminology of the anticommunists) forces. And the more serious imperialism's 
defeat in this region or the other, the more open its attempts to take revenge in 
another country or region and the more ferocious the anti-Soviet and anticommunist 
propaganda. 


The victory of the Angolan patriots, who relied on effective assistance from the 
USSR and Cuba, was portrayed in the West as “communism's planned advance to the 
south of Africa” and the Soviet Union's aspiration to create a military beachhead 
close to the international sea lane around the Cape of Good Hope. The bourgeois 
press “flirted” with a manifestly provocative purpose with various versions of the 
"Weet's response” to a possible “Soviet attempt" to block this sea lane. 











The South African racitete offered their services to the NATO countries for halting 
“Soviet expansion” and announced plans for the creation of a "defensive alliance" 

in the South Atlantic. But che South African racists’ pretensions to the role of 
the upholders of international law put the organizers of this anticommunist campaign 
{mn an awkward position and only contributed to the exposure of the fraudulent ver- 
sion of the “communist threat to the peoples of the South Atlantic.” 


We would also recall that in endeavoring to belittle the high authority of socialist 
Cuba, whose soldiers helped the armed forces of the just-born independent Angolan 
state to defeat the South African troops which had invaded and to drive them from 
Angolan territory, imperialist propaganda slanderously called the Island of Freedom 
a tocl of the realization of "Moscow's great-power designs" and te Cuban soldier- 
internationalists mercenaries. 


It cannot, however, be sald that the lying nature of imperialist propaganda was im- 
mediately obvious to all the continent's independent states. The OAU countries, 
which split into approximately two equal groups--one approving, the other condemning 
the participation of "“non-African forces" on the side of the Angolan patriots--for 
the first time in its history, apparently, were unable to take a decision on a very 
urgent question essentially affecting all independent Africa--the armed intervention 
of the South African racists against a sovereign African state. 


Of course, it would be naive not to see in this OAU position the social-class motives 
and considerations of the foreign policy orientation of its constituent countrles. 
But the influence on the OAU of anticommunist propaganda is also perfectly obvious. 
It is significant in the highest degree that when the conflagration of the insurgent 
movement jn Zaire which had flared up began to extend to one province after another 
and the rotten regime was on the verge of collapse, imperielism and its local yesme: 
casting aside all talk of the impermissibility of "non-African forces'" interference 
in African affairs, very promptly undertook armed intervention, which led to the 
suppression of the insurgent movement (initially imperialist propaganda had attempted 
to ascribe the cause of its emergence to Angola and “outside forces behind its back” 
and only when the whole world learned of the scale of the suffering of the Zairean 
people was it forced to acknowledge the real internal underlying causes of the in- 
surgent movement). 


The soctalist states’ internationalist assistance to revolutionary Ethi pia hes 

been and is now viewed by imperialism again through the prism of military-strategic 
considerations. It is sufficient to possess elementary notions of geography, further- 
more, to clearly anticipate the direction of anticommunist propaganda. Inasmuch as 
Ethiopia is a Red Sea country, the USSR, consequently, is .ideavoring to dig in in 
this region in order, should the opportunity arise, to close off to the West's 
shipping the shortest route from the Persian Gulf countries and Asia generally 

through the Red Sea and the Suez Canal (these same geopolitical plans are ascribed 

to the Soviet Union in connection with the successful development of Soviet-South 
Yemeni relations). 


But if these goals have been ascribed to USSR policy in this region, it merely re- 
mains for anticommunism to “expose” Soviet policy and show its “danger” for other 
countries, particularly the countries of the Red Sea basin. Imperialist propaganda 
naturally remains silent here about the fact that the USSR came to the side of a 
victim of aggression in accordance with the letter and spirit of the UN Charter; 








that Ethiopta availed itsell of the right of a victim of aggression to outside 
assiatance recognized both by the United Nationa and the OAU; and that the USSR long 
endeavored peratsatently to persuade the Somali! leadership to abandon its groundless 
territortal claims against Ethiopta and to prevent an armed conflict breaking out 
between the two countries. When, however, Somali aggression became a fact and our 
country and other soctlalist countries, particularly socialist Cuba, decided, at its 
request, to assist Ethtopia as the victim of aggression, they proceeded from the 


principles of Marxi: -<Leninism and proletarian internationalism and Leninist foreign 
policy, an inallenable part of which was and remains support for the just struggle 
of the peoples for national tndependence and territorial integrity and social prog- 


ress. 


The mechanism with which imperialism began the latest anticommunist campaign in 
connection with the events in the Horn of Africa is of undoubted interest. In it- 
self the indtetment of the USSR and Cuba for having essisted Ethiopia, whitch had 
been attacked from outside, could not have served as grounds for the initiation in 
this region of the world of an ideological war against the socialist countries in- 
sofar as the said action, as we have already mentioned, does not contradict inter- 
national law. Furthermore, it is precisely Somali aggression which merited the ut- 
most condemnation for it not only contradicted the rules of international law and 
the spirtt and letter of the UN Charter but was a kind of challenge to the OAU, whose 
charter stipulates the inviolability of the borders which took shape at the time the 
African countries gained political independence, and a serious threat to two other 
countries of this continent--Kenya and Djibouti--against which © malia is also mak- 
ing territorial claims. 


Under these conditions imperialist propaganda has been instilling into the African 
countries the idea that their proviems should be solved by Africans themselves, 
without outside interference, although it was known perfectly well that it was the 
same imperialist circles and the local (both African and Arab) OAU reactionary for- 
ces which support them which were to blame for the fact that it was not possible in 
practice to take any concrete steps to prevent the Somali aggression. Therefore 
the anticommunists' thesis of "Soviet-Cuban interference," which openly appeals to 
African nationalism, more precisely, its conservative wing, was essentially fraudu- 
lent and aimed at confusing the world public. 


That the OAU was unable to take a decisive stance with respect to the Somali aggres- 
sion against Ethiopia, just as in the period of the South African intervention and 
the civil war in Angola it was unable to formulate a common platform, was to the 
constderable “credit” of imperialism, which pulled its levers to neutralize the OAU. 
it also reflected to a certain evtenc pressure from conservative Arab regimes, on 
which a number of African countries depends either in the sphere of oil supplies or 
financtally. 


impertaliam has made it its goal to on the one hand gain the Arab countries’ support 
ot the Somali regine and, on the other, contribute in every possible way to its 
tinal regeneration. Playing on the known weakness of this regime--its open aspira- 
tion to the creation of a "Great Somalia” through the seizure vf a substantial part 
of the territory of neighboring states--and utilizing petrudollars as a bait, the 
imperialists have little by little (not always publicly, but very purposefully) 
nudged the Somali leadership into the embrace of Arab reaction, to which the entry 








of this non-Arab country (even when it was declaring its devotion to a socialist 
ortentation) to the Arab League was to have contributed. As an Arab League member, 
Somalia would become a part of the Arab-Islamic world. The Somali leaders’ chauvin- 
let sentiments and Mogadishu's territor{al claims against neighboring countries 

were kindled simultaneously with this. Ard indeed, the Somali regime, in whose 
leadership nationalist, chauvinist tender.ies finally gained the ascendency, has 
been sliding inereasingly openly into reactionary positions. 


fut in order to fully play the "Islam card" imperialism (and, in concert with it, 
Maolem and Arab reaction) has also taken advantage of the Eritrean problem. Imper- 
ialist propaganda hae attempted to portray matters such that the Eritrean Muslims ia 
fthiopta are waging a national liberation struggle against their Christian oppres- 
sors. [in reality, however, there have been and are both Christians and Muslims and 
Aninists representing a significant proportion of the country's population in the 
.anks of the country's revolutionary forces. 


Imperialism has also attempted to play on the natural endeavor of the countries of 
the Red Sea basin to prevent this region becoming a source of international tension. 


It cannot be said that imperialism has been entirely successful in its inte.tion, but 
it has succeeded, together with local reaction, playing on Arab nationalism and 
Islam, in turning against the new Ethiopia, which has proclaimed a policy of social- 
ism, a certain part of the Arab community and even certain progressive Arab regimes, 
which have taken the path of assisting the Eritrean separatists. At the same time 
representatives of the left flank of Arab countries, particularly democratic Yemen 
and Libya, have adopted a decisive position of exposing the reactionary forces' 
speculations on the religious feelings of Muslims and have begun to reveal the ob- 
jectively reactionary nature of the Eritrean separatists’ operations against revolu- 
tionary Ethiopia and to support it. 


Without going into details, we would note that the Chinese hegemonists have also 
joined in the active anti-Soviet propaganda in connection with the events in the 
Horn of Africa, but it is not distinguished by originality merely repeating, in 
fact, the fabrications of the anticommunists. 


In connection with the events in Kampuchea anticommuniss has employed, in the main, 
the Chinese version concerning the aggressiveness of .5e Socialist Repuolic of Viet- 
nam and its endeavor to subordinate otuer countries o Indochina (Beijing has even 
invented the term "regional hegemonism") to its influence and to the effect that 
Vietnam has allegedly perpetrated open aggression against Kampuchea, having "over- 
thrown” its “legitimate” government. A silence is maintained here, of course, with 
respect to the patience and restraint displayed by Vietnam in the face of the con- 
stant armed provocations, which were of an increasingly large scale, on its Western 
borders perpetrated by Pol Pot's people on direct ordere from Beijing, with the help 
of Chinese weapons and with the participation of Chinere i istructors. In actual 

fact Vietnam rendered the fraternal Kampuchean people, who had risen up against 

the bloody Pol Pot-lIeng Sary dictatorship, internationalist assistance. I[t was 
claimed that as a consequence of its "chauvinist policy" Vietnam had spilled the 
blood of hundreds of thousands of citizens of Chinese nationality--[khuatsyao]}. But 
ic ts well known that the mass departure of [khuatsyao] from Vietnam was inten- 
tionally inspired by Beijing to inflict as much damage as possible on socialist 
Vietnam, *

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The main alm of impertaliam, particularly American imperialism, has been, inetilling 
in the world community the idea of Vietnam's “aggressiveness,” to remove from it- 
self to some extent the blame for the sufferings and devastation which the U.S. 
intervention brought to Vietnamese soil and, equally, to free itself from the moral 
duty to at least partially compensate for the tremendous material damage inflicted 
on Vietnam by American aggression which the progressive world public has demanded and 
continues to demand, Having concentrated all the attention on the "illegality" of

Imperialism's anti-Vietcam campaigu has also pursued another far-reaching goal: to 
compel the world to believe that Vietnam has become an "aggressor" trampling the 
rights of other peoples, and this is not only to deprive its heroic people, who de- 
fended in an unbelievably difficult struggle their sovereignty and independence, of 
the magnetic force of example and the high prestige of fighter for a just cause and 
against all forms of oppression which the’ have earned and the vanguard role in the 
national liberation movement, but also to emb.oil it with its Asian neighbors, 
particularly the Southeast Asian countries, in which there are large Chinese com- 
munities. 


Although this plan has not fully succeeded, the imperialists’ and Maoists’ anti- 
Vietnam and anti-Kampu.nea campaign has not passed without trace. It has caused a 
number of problems in socialist Vietnam's mutual relations with certain Southeast 
Asian countries (but has by no means isolated the couutry in this regicn. which the 
anticommunists were counting on), created many difficulties for the activity of the 
new Kampuchea in the international arena and in the nonalined movement and compli- 
cated the process of organizing normal life in the country. But time will pass, 
and as of many other anticommunist campaigns, not a trace will be left of this one 
either for truth is on the side of all the peoples fighting ior their national and 
soctal liberation. 


Now about imperialism's subversive activity in connection with the events in Afghani- 
stan. That imperialism, primarily American imperialism, has used and continues to 
use these events as a pretext for actions planned earlier aimed at undermining de- 
tente, changing the world correlation of military forces in its favor, strengthening 
its military presence in strategically important areas, particulariy the indian 
Ocean and the Persian Gulf, and creating there new military bases for the purpose of 
establishing its control over the oil-producing regions, putting pressure on this 
country or the other, Iran, for example, interfering in their internal affairs, 
fighting progressive trends in the zone of the national liberation movement and so 
forth--all this was mentioned in the first article. We would note that imperialism 
has developed around the Afghan events not only the most large-scale -ropaganda cam- 
paign since the end of the "cold war"--—this campaign has from the ery ovtset been 

of a dirty, provocative nature and has broken all records for ins.ncerity and hypo- 
crisy. We will point here merely to certain aspects of it. 


First, imperialism, primarily American imperialism, resolved to nother attempt 
to drag the developing countries into the channel of anti-Sovie sm. .o this end it 
has directed the spearpoint of its propaganda at "proving" that che "Soviet action" 
(that is, the commitment of a limited Soviet troop contingent tc Afghanistan to 








assiat the country's revolutionary forces in repuleing outside aggression) goes be- 
yond the framework of this country's interests and pursues far-reaching military- 
strategic goals, Some bourgeois politicians and ideologists ascribe to the USSR 

the intention of "breaking through to the South Seas" (to which, they say, tsarist 
Nussla so persistently aspired) in order to thereby put an equals sign between the 
foreign policy of the bourgeois-landowner state and the worker-pe. sant state; others 
attempt to convince the public of the USSR's endeavor to establish its control over 
the oll-rich regions of the Perstan Gulf with the intention of depriving the in- 
dustrial capitalist world of the principal energy raw material, paralyzing its eco- 
nomy; and yet others have "spotted" in the Soviet military assistance to revolutiton- 
ary Afghanistan a step in the direction of possible interference in the internal af- 
tatre of Iran and even...the dismemberment of Pakistan. 


frankly provocative scenarios of a direct military confrontation betweer American 
and Soviet troops in connection with the “assumed breakout" of Soviet troops to the 
Persian Gulf or their attempt to "break through" to the “warm sees" have begun to 

be played out. In these confrontations anticommunist propaganda nacurally assigns 
to the American troops the role of defender of the sovereiguty and territorial inte- 
grity of the developing countries. These scenarios have continued to be played out 
even when the concentration of U.S. armed forces was being built up to full strength 
in the Persian Gulf and the royions adjoining it with aggressive intentions with re- 
spect to Tran and for the purpose of counteracting the strengthening of »rogressive 
trends ‘n the national liberation movement, that is, for the purpose of exercising 
gendarme functions in regions arbitrarily declared by Washington to be "of vital 
importance to the United States." 


Second, in conducting anti-Soviet and anticommunist propaganda imperialism has re- 
solved to use Islam as extensively as possible and to turn Muslim countries against 
the USSR and the entire socialist community, that is, to play that same "Islam card." 
Attempts are being made to this end to persuade the public of Muslim countries that 
the "USSR's Afghan action" is aimed against Islam, Islamic traditions and Islamic 
culture and that the "coming to power of 'Marxists'" in Afghanistan will inevitably 
lead to the eradication or religion in the country, as allegedly has occurred in 
neighboring Soviet Central Asta. The most important addressee of this propaganda 
here is Arab reaction, which has stanch anticommunist "traditions” and possesses huge 
financial resources and extensive opportunities for influencing the masses, which 

are basically illiterate and cxtremely religious; reliance is being put in the fact 
that the public in the developing countries is poorly informed about the true state 
of affairs in Afghanistan and is often simply misinformed by imperialist propaganda. 


[Imperialist propaganda is attempting to portray the counterrevolutionaries armed, 
trained and finan ed by the U.S. CIA, Beijing and the Pakistani and Egyptian regimes 
and so forth and sent into Afghanistan from Pakistani territory as fighters tor 
Islam and national independence and as "Muslim insurgents" and these counterrevolu- 
tionary operations themselves as the Muslims’ national liberation and sacred e¢trug- 
gle against the "Soviet invader forces" and the “atheist Marxist" local forces who 
are hostile to Islam and have no support among the people's masses. 


Particularly as U.S. imperialism has come to resort increasingly often to “power 

methods" in regions with a predominantly Muslim population, the Washington admin- 
istration has been attempting to persuade the Muslim world of its love for Islam, 
while Presic * Carter frequently employs the term "a’heistic communism" in this 

connection. YTurthermore, such subterfuge is at times so manifestly transparent 
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that even bourgeele authors, who support Carter's policy as a whole, do not conceal 
their attitude on thie score, “Talk about athelatic communien,” the American authors 
Leslie Gelb aud Richard Allman wrote in the journal FOREIGN POLICY, "might perhaps 
strike some atavietic chords of a emall group of primitive-minded voters in our 
country (the reference te to the 1980 presidential election campaign=-A.K.), but it 
in doubtful whether auch worde coming from the leader of a predominantly secular 
woctety (however @uch of a believer he may be) have elicited anything more than the 
skeptical emiles of the sheixs and mullahs at whom they were all too evidently di- 
rected,” 


Progress iv: ures of Muslim countries, including those known for their devotion to 
lelam like the Libyan leader M. Qadhafi, for example, have repeatedly exposed the 
clumey attempte of Carter, “playing on the stringe of Islam," to win popularity in 
the Muelia world for the Washington administration's political course, which is 
aimed at stirring up tension, 


N. Hawatmeh, general secretary cf the Democratic Front for the Liberation of Pales- 
tine, obeerved: “In endeavoring to implement its plans with respect to our region 
impertaliem is resorting to gross deception and attempting to turn the countries 

and peoples agains’ the Soviet Union and the other countries of the socialist com- 
munity, which are the Arabs’ truest friends. Washington has unleashed a wide-ranging 
propagenda campaign full of lies and slander regarding the presence of Soviet troop 
subdivisions in Afghanistan and is attempting under the fraudilent slogan of the 
‘defense of teslam' to oust the authorities installed by the people. "* 


Third, fm ite actions connected with the Afghan events imperialism, again predomi- 
nantiy American tmperialiem, is circulating the worn record of the “human rights" 
which are allegedly being violated in Afghanistan. That they were really flagrantly 
violated under Amin and prior to the 1978 April revolution has concerned the U.S. 
Adminiatration least of all. Many leaders of the developing countries speak about 
the speculative nature of Carter's human rights proposition, which is being used 

for the purpose of anti-Soviet propaganda, making reasonable reference here to the 
iren of the ehah's time, where human rights were trampled on an unprecedently exten- 
give ecale for our day, which, however, did not prevent Washington from having the 
closest relations with thie antipopular regime and Carter publicly calling the shah 
hie great friend. The same may also be said in respect of Israel, which flagrantly 
tramples the rights of the Arab population, but with which the United States has the 
closest allied relations. 


Fourth. in conducting the wide-ranging anti-Soviet, anticoamunist campaign in con- 
ection with the events in Afghanistan imperialism wishes to distract the world 
oublic’e attention away from the dangerous policy it is pursuing of political pres- 
eure, economic sanctions and military blackmail with respect to the Iranian revolu- 
tion and aleo from the Camp David deal, which is decisively rejected by the Arab 
peoples and the world public. At a conference in Damascus at the start of 1960 the 
foreign minieters of Syria, democratic Yemen, Algeria and Libva and a PLO represen-

Practice iteelf is repudiating the fabrications of bourgeois propaganda. The situa- 
tion in Afghanistan is gradually returning to normal, large counterrevolutionary 
vinds have been routed and the interventioniats have sustaine’ 4 serious defeat. 
Under these conditions, as L.I. Brezhnev said at the CPSU Ce Committee June 
(1980) Plenum, "We took the decision to withdraw certain uni, f our troop con- 
tingent in Afghanistan. We are doing this following coordination with the Afghan 
Government and its premier, Comrade Babrak Karmal. Of course, we will continue to 
assist Afghanistan to build a new life and preserve the gains of the April revolu- 
tion." 


lo whatever cunning and sly methods the anti-Soviets and anticommunists may resort, 
the truth of history ia not on their side. 


So, let us sum up a little. Having suffered major defeats in a whole number of re- 
gions of the zone of the national Liberation movement, imperialism has stepped up 
sharply here its anti-Soviet, anticommunist propaganda and subversive activity. The 
countries of socialist orientation, particularly those which are undertaking pro- 
found social transformations, constantly narrowing the framework of exploiter rela- 
tions and proceeding boldly toward scientific socialism and the development of ex- 
tensive and multifaceted relations with the USSR and other countries of the social- 
ist community, have become the principal target of impertalism's actions. 


The principal goal of imperialism's subversive activity is to prevent the further 
buildup of revolucionary changes in the countries of a socialist orientation anu, 

if successful, reorient them toward the capitalist path of development; set indi- 
vidual progressive regimes against each other and tear them away from real social- 
iam, putting its reliance on religion and nationalism and circulating slanderous 
assertions about “Soviet expansion"; and to undermine the great anti-imperialis« 
force of the present day--the alliance of the national liberation movement wit! the 
world socialist community and the international revolutionary movement of the working 
class. 


What characterizes current anti-Sovietism and anticommunism’ First, the anticom- 
muniet, anti-Soviet campaign and subversive activity against progressive regimes are 
being conducted on an exceptionally wide-ranging and, perhaps, unprecedented scale 
and are of a global and multilevel nature. U.S. imperialism is endeavoring to in- 
volve in the implementation of its plans both other developed capitalist countries 
and the developing countries. Washington, as is known, is intimidating the developed 
capitalist countries with the idea that the imaginary “Soviet expansion" could not 
only lead to a change in the overall balance of forces in the world in favor of 

the "Soviet bloc” but also shut off the West's access to vitally important raw ma- 
terial sources in the developing world. 








Ae far ae the liberated countries are concerned, a8 4 result of the differentiation 
among them, whichhas intensified in recent yeare (primarily as a consequence of the 
big, somet.mes improbably huge financial revenue from outeide from the sale of win- 
eral raw materials in short supply, mainly of11, and also a combination of other fa- 
vorable factors), centers of capitaliem and pro-Western, pro-imperialist forces have 
atrengthened their positions in a number of these countries. They not only readily 
take up the anti-Soviet, anticommunist fabrications of Western bourgeois propaganda 
but also themselves frequently come out with initiatives of an anti-Soviet, anti- 
communiat nature, it is common knowledge that the present Pakistani regime, Saudi 
Arabia on certain other reactionary regimes have been the initiators of this kind 
of action .» connection with the events in Afghanistan. It would appear that the 
role of the local reactionary forces, particularly in the oil-exporting countries, 
will increase in the overall propaganda of anti-Sovietiaem and anticommuniam., The 
increasing {low of petrodollare is objectively contributing to the spread of their 
influence to other developing cowtries. 


In any event, even today imperialism is endeavoring to shift onto local reaction of 
the Afro-Asian countries an increasingly large “work volume” in the struggle against 
progressive regimes. it is also true that never previously has local reaction waged 
4 struggle against the progressive forces on such 4 scale and in such a coordinated 
manner as today. 


Nor is impertaliest propaganda overlooking the progressive, democratic forces. The 
attempts to interpret the internationalist aesistance of the USSR and the entire 
socialist conmunity to the revolutionary forces of the zone of the national liber- 
ation movement as exporting revolution are aimed precisely at then. 


Second, unwilling to come to terms with the natural course of historical development 
and reacting extremely sensitively to the weakening of its positions in the world 
and in the zone of the national liberation movement, particularly under conditions 
when there is an increased need for mineral raw material in short supply »recisely 
from the young national states, the ruling circles of the United States and other 
countries of developed capitaliem would like to prevent this process and conserve 
the political and social status quo here, so to speak. To this end they have long 
endeavored to link the process of detente in the world with the development of events 
in former colonies and semicolontes. And on every occasion when a revolution is 
accomplished in some developing country and when this country turns to the socialist 
world for aseietance and receives it, they are ready to accuse the USSR and the 
other socialist countries of attempting to use the relaxation of taternational 
tension in their own interests and to strengthen their positions to the detriment of 
thoseof the West. 


There ts evidently no need to discuss how this approach is fruitless. Revolutions 
are not made to order, and assistance to revolutionary forces is neither exporting 
revolution nor violating the principles of detente, in which all peoples have a 

vital interest. But a fact is a fact: imperialism has used and will surely continue 
to use progressive revolutionary changes in this country or the other of the develop- 
ing world to conduct anticommunist propaganda and will surely endeavor to gain the 
support of local reaction here. 


Third, tmperialiem, again primarily American imperialism, sees anticommunism and 
anti-Sovietiem as a proven means with which attempts are made to lend ideological- 
political substantiation to this or the other of ite acts which run counter to the 
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interests of detente and the creation of an atmosphere of peace and tranquillity in 
this world, Thus following the fall of the shah's regime, which had performed 

Amer can imperialiem's gendarme functions in the Persian Gulf region (and, essential- 
ly, the collapse of Washington's entire policy, whose core was sure reliance in the 
realization of ite global military-setrategic designe on generously fed lecal reac- 
tionary forces armed to the teeth=<in other words, Asiane for dealing with Asians, 
Africans for dealing with Africans), it became perfectly apparent that the present 
U.S, Admintetration would seek and unfailingly find a pretext for "“theorettealiy 
justifying” 4 new eatrategy. It may be recalled that it was not so long ago that 
American toperialiem was unleashing «a wild campaign around the presence of 4 so- 
called “Soviet brigade” on Cuba, and, evidently, it was only the Island of Freedom's 
great (dtetance from the Near East which prevented a sought-for “pretext” being found 
in this fact 


Fourth, a broad coalition of motleysociopolitical forces had participated in anti- 
compunist and, particularily, anti-Soviet propaganda before: frankly reactionary, 
liberal-hbourgeois and rightwing reformist forces and leftists and Trotekiyiter. 
Later they were also joined by the Maoiete. What is new, however, is that Bei ling 
ta becoming--no, has most likely bocome-<a principal center of anti-Sovietiam and, 
to 4 certain extent, of anticommuniem also inasmuch as it is waging 4 struggle 
against the entire socialist comunity, objectively discrediting the ideas of sci- 
entific socialiem and endeavoring to disparage real socialiem. Recently, as is 
known, the Maoiets have been unusually active in the etruggle against the USSR and 
the entire socialist community, endeavoring to rally) together sociopolitical forces 
of the most varied hues under the flag of anti-Sovietiem. Beijing emissaries of 
the highest rank are conducting an unbridled anti-Soviet campaign in various parte 
of the world, utilizing here, like the imperialists, the Afghan events. And since 
Beijing set ite long-term goal--winning the favor of the West and Japan by meane of 
an escalation of ite hostility toward the USSR and the socialist community as a whole 
in order to obtain from the former the latest equipment and technology, including 
military, for implementation of the “four modernizations” (more precisely, the 
militarization of the country)—dte policy of struggle againet the genuinely progres- 
sive, internationalist forces of the zone of the national liberation movement has 
most likely only become tougher. 


The question, however, arises: how will the present Chinese leadership manage ‘o 
combine the policy of openly forming a bloc with taperialisnm and inveterate reaction 
with ite increasingly clearly discernible plans to draw closer to the national li- 
beration movement and the world's progressive forces’ 





Finally, ' would like to point to one further important aspect. This is the fact 
that imperialiem increasingly frequently practices flexible tactics in conducting 
anti-Soviet and anticommunist propaganda. It is far from alwaye now, as it was 
continusushy earlier, that Western bourgeois concepts of political and socioeconomic 
development are proposed as a counterweight to scientific socialism; increasingly 
frequently the traditional values of the peoples of the developing count ries--na- 
tionaliam, religion and the way of life, view of the world, ethics, morals and so 
forth based on them--are counterposed to “Godless communiaem”; and there is extensive 
and cynical speculation on concepts which ere sacred for each people such as national 
sovereignty, the right of nations to self-determination and so forth. his by ao 











means signifies, of course, . at imperialiam has abandoned ita goal of imposing a 
capitaliat path of development on the peoples of former colonies and semicolonies; 
the goal remaine the same, only the methods of achieving it have changed,

NEW BOOKS ON U.S. MILITARISTIC COURSE 
Moscow KNIZHNOYE OBOZRENTYE in Russian No 38, 19 Sep 80 p 5 
[Col V. Gannochka review: "Imperialism's Intrigues") 


[Text] The CPSU Central Committee June (1980) Plenum observed that the leaders of 
NATO and the United States have embarked on a course aimed at changing the evolved 
military equilibrium in their favor. "Whence," the plenum decree emphasizes, "im- 
perialism's policy of stepping up the arms race, the unleashing of provocations 
against the socialist and other independent states and NATO's militaristic active- 
nese and the extension of its functions as the tool of imperialist diktat.” 


The following books published by Voyenizdat may serve as sound and convincing corro- 
boration of this conclusion: "Imperializm i militarizm" [Imperialism and Militar- 
iem) by A.A. Migolat'yev, "Opasnaya stavka: nauchno-tekhnickeskaya revolyutsiya i 
voyennyye prigotovleniya SShA" [A Dangerous Gamble: The Scientific-Technical Revo- 
lution and the United States' Military Preparations) by V.V. Borisov and "SShA i 
NATO: istochniki voyennoy ugrozy" [The United States and NATO: Sources of the 
Threat of War] by N.F. Petrov, N.I. Sokolov, P.?. Katin and 1.V. Vladimirov. 


On the basis of a wealth of factual material Prof Col A.A. Migolat'yev, doctor o/ 
philosophy, reveals in his book "Imperializm i militarizm" the socioeconomic bases 
and class essence of contemporary milicarism. He shows its general features and 
singularities in individual countries and describes the military-industrial compies 
of the United States and other states. The book analyzes the problems of a relaxa- 
tion of tension and the reasons for the rebirth of relapses into the "“coid war" and 
the intensification of the ideological struggle. 


A particular feature of V.V. Borisov's monograph is that it shows American imperial- 
ism in the period of the scientific-technical revolution, which has materially in- 
fluenced the United States' military preparations. A reorganization of the entire 
American military machine has taken place and reliance has been put in technical 
superiority under modern conditions. 


The authors of the book "SSha i NATO: istochniki voyennoy ugrozy" comprehensively 
examine the aggressive nature and main directions of the military policy of the 
most important capitalist states in the modern era, reveal its danger for socialism, 
the revolutionary workers and national liberation movement and world peace and show 
the reactionary thrust and aims of the military organizational development of the 
United States and the other NATO countries. 
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All the books convincingly prove the notion that imperialiem is the source of wars 
and international tension. This ie attested by the growth of the capitalist coun- 
tries’ military spending. Thus the United States’ direct military spending from 
1949 through 1979-1980 increased more than tenfold, from $13.5 billion to $141.2 
billion. In the 1980-1981 fiscal year it is planned to grant the Pentagon $153.7 
billion for the direct implementation of military programs. The overall level of 
military appropriations will be raised to $170.5 billiea this year. In 1985 it 

ie planned to spend almost $250 billion for militariet purposes along Pentagon lines 
alone. The appropriations of the NATO states for military purposes amounted to 
almost $..8 trillion in the period 1959-1979, 


The American imperialists’ aspiration to world domination is also manifested in the 
fact that since 1945 the United States has on 215 occasions resorted to armed force 
or the threat thereof, including 33 oecasions when it has threatened the use of 
nuclear weapons. A particularly reactionary role in the life of the imperialist 
states is performed, as the books convincingly show, by the military-industrial com- 
pilex. It ise the nucleus of militarization, contributing to the prodigious enrich- 
ment of the industrial concerns. 


According to data of a U.S. Senate committee, the profits of 164 out of 169 American 
military-industrial corporations--active suppliers of arms to the Pentagon and other 
war departments of the NATO countries--constitute from 5 to 200 percent, of . over 
500 percent and of 1 over 2,000 percent. On average the profits of the American 
military-industrial monopolies are 50-60 percent higher than in the sectors engaged 
in the production of products for peaceful purposes. 


Arms exports from the imperialist countries are a kind of barometer of the West's 
militaristic activeness. According to UN data, up to 15 percent of the weapons pro- 
duced in the capitalist world annually are supplied for export. The annual volume 
of the arms trade has increased 70-80-fold here in the last quarter century. Since 
the war the United States’ international monopolies have supplied 136 countries with 
arms worth $100 billion. Arms exports are leading to an increase in international 
tension and support for reactionary regimes. 


The relevance of the works under review lies in the fact that they comprehensively 
analyze the problems of the correlation of a relaxation of international tension 
and contempoary militarism. The enterprising and mobilizing role of the USSR and 
the socialist community countries in the struggle to establish the principles of 
peaceful coexistence with states with different social systems is shown in this 
connection. 


Actively opposing the arms race, the USSR has recently submitted over 100 proposals 
on disarmament issues for study by international organizations and the governments of 
other countries. The participants in the meeting of the Warsaw Pact Political Con- 
sultative Committee came out with a new initiative. They proposed a meeting at the 
highest level of the leaders of states and discussion of the task of removing cen- 
ters of international tension and preventing war. 


However, as a counterweight to the peace initiatives of the USSR and other countries 
of the socialist community, aggressive circles of the imperialist states have em- 
barked on a policy of reviving the “cold war." They are stepping up the arms race 
and sharply increasing NATO's militerist activeness. 
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All these books are aimed at a broad readership. They will be of great benefit in

JEWISH LMIGRE DISENCHANTED WITH LIFE IN WEST

(Excerpts) After the letter by Valentin Ivanov "What Wil! 
Happen After the Rubicon Has Been Crossed?" (No 34) and the 
article by Leonid Pochivalov "Man on the Bottom" (No 37), 

we are publishing today the third item dealing with the fate 
of people who voluntarily deprived themselves of a homeland. 
The three items are united by an awareness of the blame for 
which there is no justification and the delayed restoration of 
vision that the authors want to discuss. 


I became acquainted with this person quite unexpectedly. One autumn day he tele- 
phoned the New York office of the LITERATURNAYA GAZETA correspondent and introduced 
himself. ‘My name is Anatoliy Popov. I was born and lived in Kiev, and graduated 
from the Medical Institute there. I defended my dissertation and worked as a 
physician. Currently I am Living in Portland, Maine. I'm working as a loader at a 
fish plant. ae 


A tew days later we met near the entrance to the New York Public Library. It was 
there that I heard his story. 

"For 40 years I lived in the Soviet Jnion," Anatoliy Popov began, “and if you ask 
me how [ lived, I will answer you right now without a shadow of doubt -- happily. 
Something big looks better from a distance, and today, after more than 3 years in 
my voluntary exile in the West, I cannot perceive my life in my Motherland in any 
way other than real happiness. A happiness which I lost unexpectedly for myself 
and, in essence, without any motivation. If you will hear me out, much will 
probably become clear to you. 


"Unfortunately, in Kiev I never said anything to anyone. I never shared my 

Opinions or doubts with anyone. The West seemed to me to be the personification of 
the ‘free world.’ If you asked me then what that meant, I would have had difficulty 
in explaining, but I believed it. But now IT have tested their 'freedom' completely 
and I am well aware of the price of that ‘freedom. ' 
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"Why, then, did [ come here?" he asked, and then he himself provided the answer. 
"About 6 years ago I began to listen to Voice of America. Completely by accident, 
on a fishing boat, I heard it for the first time, and then I became a fanatic about 
it. I think that the tuberculosis of th. lymphatic glands which I had had while 
in Kiev =~ a disease which, as a rule, causes a certain depression -- also 
contributed to my negative perception of my surrounding: small problems on the 

job were perceived by me as manifestations of antisemitism, because my father is 
Jewish and my mother is Russian (my name is [dlis on my father's side, and also 
my patronymic is Abramovich). Everything seemed bad to me then. I gave in to 
persuasions offered by foes. I forced my wife and son to leave also. My wife 
wanted to divorce me. But she wasn't persistent enough. She pitied me because I 
was sick. My wife is also a doctor and graduated from the same Medical Institute 
that 1 did. 


"IT remember Kiev and the railroad station. Everyone was sharply opposed to our 
leaving. People came and wished us well, and could not hold back their tears. 


"Soon we transferred from the Soviet railroad car to a West European one. At that 
time | was still looking at everything with the eyes of Voice of Ame:ica. Il 
thouglit that I was taking my son and wife to the 'free world.’ 


"My sobering up -- or, rather, the beginning of my sobering up -- started quickly. 
After wandering through the run-down rooms of Viennese hoteis, we got to HIAS -- 
the organization that comes out officially against antisemitism and racism. 


“Behind one partition, questionnaires are handed out. A tall anemic old man with 
a small British mustache, having inquired about our nationality, was unable to 
conceal his contempt and blurted out, ‘You are half-breeds. We do not deal with 
people like you. We'll transfer you to the Fund. ' 


"There was no one to whem I, as a ‘'half-breed,' could turn for help. And that 
was the end of our first day in the 'free' and ‘humanitarian’ West. 


"Now, when I recall that first meeting with Zionists in Vienna, my life and wore 
in the Soviet Union appear to me in their real light. And 1 now am able with 

the same clarity to evaluate the provocational egging on by various Western radio 
stations when dealing with the topic of ‘discrimination. ' 


"I graduated from the very old Kiev Medical Institute, was kept there to engage in 
scientific work, and became a scientific worker, and even the head of a small 
research section, without meeting, practically speaking, any hindrance or limitations 
in my scientific activities. 1 was granted the opportunity to engage in scientific 
wi a’ a time when many of my schoolmates, who had lived in small villages, were 
sent after graduation to work in the provinces, rather than being sent, as I was, 

to a scientific institute. 


"My son attended middle school free of charge. We had an excellent apartment 
overlooking tne Dnepr. Here, in America, the apartment costs so much that, even if 

I were to work all my life, I would never be able to buy it at any price. But inthe 
Soviet Union | got my apartment from the state, and that apartment was a hundred 
times more inviolable than any private home in America. And what about free medical 
treatment? That is unthinkable here. It is tantamount to ‘communist sedition. ' 
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‘Aed eo we went to the Fund. Let is called the ‘Toletey Fund.’ i found out later, 


in Ameri. that vrganiegatione ot the ‘Toletoy Fund’ type get loans trom the U.5. 
Loneress ‘y other words, all these ‘private’ centere are coverups for official 
servi 


fhe tragedy of @y @ituatlon was aggravated by tne fact tnat | was ill when I arrived 
in the Weat Summing up the yeare of my wandering across America, I can say that 

in all that time I did not receive any help from the medical system here, 

despite the fact that once | was even taken to the hospital with an attach of 

renal colic in @ Very serious, almost unconscious state. Even worse, my son 

Alesha hee been suffering from a cough for more than eight monthe and he is 

unable to receive medical aid, 


“We are De... persecuted, | think, for an extremely definite reason. I have been 
Writing lettere to my Motherland, describing all my ordeals. It is not too diffi- 
cult to guese how people are learning of the content of those letters. it is 

4 remarkable thing that every.hing that pertains to me is immediately known to those 
who surround me. Obviously thie ise not without the aid of some kind of center 

that i carrying out total surveillance. 


“No one dares to disobey That has been confirmed to me by ay former ‘protectors’ 
at Penney veoh University, where I worked for a short time and from which I was 
wae fired quite unexpectedly. The people who had previously doted on me broke off 


all relations with me, took my job away from me, and simply tossed me out into the 
aetreet 


“During the autumn of the first year of our stay in America, after visiting the 
Soviet Embassy where we requested authorization for ue to return to our Motherland, 
| happened by chance to learn the address of a person to whom we owed our fate not 
last of all | wrote a letter to Leonid Erlikhman, with whom 1 had sat in the 
sane classroom for ten years. He immediately replied and invited me to visit him 
in Philadelphia. In five minutes, for all his dodging anewers, he admitted that, 
yes, they had telephoned hie Yes, he had been called to the CIA and had been 
asked about those persons who wanted to return to the Soviet Union. Not about me 
personaliv. but presumably in simply this impersonal way. My ‘friend's’ clumsy 
iyang., toput it frankly, made me burst out laughing. At the end of our talk 

he even attempted to exchange a handshake with me. 





‘Theat is what real freedom is like in the ‘free world.’ It seems to me that the 
amorality that pervedes everything here -- from politics to human relations -- 
and the striving to gain 4 profit by any methods have completed perverted the very 
meaning of the concepte ‘freedom’ and ‘human rights." People feel here that the 
areater the opportunities for amassing a profit and for money-grubbing, the more 
rights and freedoms there are it sight seem to some people that my story is 
nesepaper propagande. but believe what I am saying -- we have suffered al. this.

“AODIST, CONTEMPORARY GHINESE POLICIES COMPARED

[Text] The PRC's domestic political development since the death of Mao Zedong re- 
presents a complex and ambiguous process which the present Beijing leaders are at- 
tempting to direct along the path of building a mighty military-industrial power 
capable of realizing their far-reaching expansionist designs. Without having re- 
nounced the Maoist banner and the name of Mao Zedong, the Chinese leaders have re- 
sorted to a gradual revision of a number of Maciem's political and ideological ains, 
preserving inviolate, however, ite ..cleus, which ise most markedly expressed in 
chauviniem, hegemoniem and anti-Sovietism. Furthermore, Mao Zedong's successors have 
gone considerably farther thantheir "great helmaman" in forming an anti-Soviet bloc 
with the most reactionary present-day forces. 


Chauviniem and anti-Sovietism together with ambitious plans to build a “great China” 
represent the single platform linking ail factions of the Beijing leadership, oorh 
in the past and in the present aleo. This platform was also essentially shared by 
the gang of four, the “left” Maoist figures who have been removed from power anc 
who are at odds with their political opponents primarily over the methods o: inple- 
menting the said program. Thus implementation of Mao Zedong's strategic course con- 
tinves. The changes, including relatively marked ones, which have occurred and con- 
tinue to occur in the country's domestic life are aimed primarily at the sore ei- 
fective implementation of this strategic course, which is currently linked with the 
“four modernizations” program. 


Without changing the former overall designs, the Chinese leadership is engaged in 
broad tactical maneuvering in a search for more effective ways to accomplish its 
hegemonist goale. 


As is known, the llth CCP Congress, which enshrined in its documents the propositions 
proclaimed at important all-China meetings of 1976-1977, and the first session of the 
All-China Assembly of People's Representatives [ACAPR] of the Fifth Convocation 
practically confirmed the line of orthodox Maoism aimed at the artificial preserva- 
tion and exacerbation of the so-called “class struggle” for the “entire historical 
period of socialism.” Hua Guofeng emphasized at the first session of the ACAPP of 
the Fifth Convocation (February-March 1978): “To accelerate socialist modernization 
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in the four spheres it ie necessary to regard the clase etruggle as the decisive 
element and hold firmly to the course of the proletariat's struggle againet the bour- 
geolete and Chairman Mao's great theory concerning continuation of the revolution 
under the dictatorship of the proletariat.” 


However, beginning with the Thitd Plenum of the CCP Central Committee of the Lith 
Convocation (December 1978) a new “general task" was proGlaimed instead of the “clase 
atrugele ie the decisive element" slogan: “To bring the nationwide mase movement to 
expose and criticize Lin Biao and the gang of four to a timely and decisive conclusion 
and shift the center of gravity of the work of the entire party and ewitch the atten- 
tion of the country's entire people to the implementation of socialist (in the Maoist 
sense~-authors) modernization.” The plenum decision gave instructions, together with 
4 routine reference to the proposition allegedly advanced by Mao Zedong in 1957, for 
actual abandonment of the notorious “clase struggle," which in Mao's time had con- 
stituted the main method of the implementation of domestic policy: "...A broad mass 
Clase @truggie, like a storm, has, in the main, come to an end bere, and questions 

of the clase struggie...should be resolved in accordance with the policy of the 
@trict delimitation and correct settlement of the two types of contradiction, which 
are dissimilar in nature.” 


The plenum's communique pointed out that this turnabout is 4 “broad and profound 
revolutia@n and appealed for its “even further development” and “stability and cohe- 
sion” and for “a great new approach” to make the country a “great China” by the end 
of the century. 


Developing the plenum's documents, at the end of January 1979 the CCP Central Con- 
mittee adopted the decision to remove tye labels from the “four black categories” of 
the urban and rural population=-landowners, wealthy peasants, counterrevolutionaries 
and “bad” elements. The label of belonging to 4 “black category” was also removed 
from the‘r children and kin. Henceforward, the official documents declared, the 
children and kin of the said persons gust not be subjected to any discrimination in 
study and work, selection f © the army and admittance to the Chinese Communist Youth 
League or the CCP. 


Following the CCP Central Committee Third Plenum, activity to restore the rights of 
the “right elements," which had been repressed at the end of the 1950's, were stepped 
up. According to Chinese press reports, in the course of this work, which was car- 
ried owt in fulfiliment of the Central Committee decision to remove the “right ele- 
ment’ label, the party committees and local authorities reexamined the “cases of 
right elements,” and the rehabilitated persons were granted appropriate jobs with 

the retention of their former wages. 


The CCP Central Committee Third Plenum decisions also opened the way to official 
changee in the status of the bourgeoisie in China. Following the plenum, the CCP 
Central Committee United Front Department organized a “colloquium on questions of 
CCP polley with reepect to the national bourgeoisie” in Beijing from 2 through 24 
January 1979. Departement Chief Ulanfu, who delivered a report at the colloquiun, 
declared that the Central Committee had recently adopted a decision on party policy 
with respect to the national bourgeoisie which provided for such measures as the 
return to representatives of the bourgeoisie of the bank deposits and material values 
confiscated in the course of the “cultural revolution,” restoration of high salaries, 
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which are regarded as 4 form of compensation for the socialized enterprises and also 
restoration of the ownership of apartment buildinge, active use of the national bour= 
geolele at enterprises as skilled engineering=technical personne), granting repre- 
sentativer of the bourgeoisie paid eick leave, provieio: of employment and the re- 
moval of obstacles to the bourgeoieie's children joining the Chinese Communtet | eague 
and the CCP, 


Mao Zedong's instructions that “clase etruggle is the decisive element, and aii e.se 
le dependent elements" and also his postulate concerning the “three great revolution- 
ary movemencs'=-the clase etruggle, the production etruggle and scientific experi- 
nentation=--with the “clase struggle” being accorded pride of place, have also been 
changed, 


After the CCP Central Committee Third Plenum of the lith Convocation, the instructions 
concerning the ‘decisive element’ were changed thus: “the four modernizations are 

the decisive element.” Not “clase struggle” but “production struggle” and “scientific 
experimentation” were given pride of place in the “three great revolutionary sove- 
mente. The plenum documents also posed differently the question of the main con- 
tradiction in Chinese society: “From being the main contradictions, class contra- 
dictions have objectively become secondary contradictions,” and the “production strug- 
gle and acientific experimentation” have naturally become “society's main contradic- 
tion.” 


flowever, the new interpretation of the problems of the basic contradiction of Chinese 
society=-the clase struggle under socialism--in the decisions of the Central Com 
mittee's Third Plenum was engendered not only by a bitter struggle within the ruling 
clique but aleo by the confusion of cadres locally and caused by certain resistance 
on the part of the pauperized masses of the Chinese population which had constituted 
the social support of the policy of “orthodox” Maoien. 


The above-mentioned turnabout in the sociopolitical course was, according to Chinese 
press reports, enshrined in the documents of the second session of the ACAI of the 
Fifth Convoceciton (June-July 1979), the CCP Centrai Committee Fourth Plienus (Sep- 
tember 1979) and the CCP Central Committee Fifth Plenum (Pebruary 1950). The ruiing 
group's social reorientation toward skilled workers, the intelligentsia, the tore 
prosperous (by Chinese standards) peasant strata and bourgeois elements is iatensi- 
fying bewilderment and resistance on the part of the semi-indigent strata of the 
masses accustomed to Mao Zedong's egalitarian priorities and also on the part of 
lower-level cadres. The methods of the post-Mao Zedong leadership sharply contradict 
many of China's previous political axioms, and the latter are having to be sacrificed. 
it was said in the press for the first time in September 1979, for example, that it 
wae necessary in implementation of the CCP's agrarian policy “to abandon the slogans 
of support for the poor peasants and the lowest strata of middle peasants to avoid 
che artificial extension of ciass contradictions" since this “engenders passiveness 
in the middle peasante” and influences their children and kin. 


The decis‘ons of the CCP Central Committee I1I-V plenums are as yet being realized 
oniy slowly in China since the social inertia of the Mao Zedong period is extremeiy 
strong. As the Beijing press has written, “the decisions of the Third Plenum not 
only are not being implemented” but “it is believed that a certain time ago here 

‘democracy developed excessively,’ that ‘we allowed the emancipation of thought to 


go “out of orbit”’,* that the reexamination of previous acts was done ‘too quickly, 
like a guet of wind’ and that we tilted ‘to the right’ in party policy.” 
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An analysie of the most important changes in the domestic policy course to be 
observed compared with 1976-1977 enables us to reach the following conclusions. 


Firat, the leftist part of the platform of the lith CCP Congress and the first sesa- 
sion of the ACAPR of the Fifth Convocation on domestic policy has been verbally dise- 
avowed and partially discarded. The “Ta Chai course” and "Ta Ching course," which 
in 1977) were proclaimed the "Chinese path" of the development of agriculture and 
industry, the path of the creation of “new people" and the “path to communis," 
have been taken off the agenda. 


Despite the certain ambivalence and slow introduction of the domestic policy course 
firet proclaimed in December 1978, it undoubtedly represents a change from Mao's 
"basic line” in domestic policy. 


Finally, since 1978 the authorities have been attempting to change from above the 
methods and paths of political leadership within the country while retaining the 
former great-Han hegemonist platform in ideological, propaganda and foreign policy. 
The essence of the regime remains unchanged, but reliance is being placed on nation- 
lem and the unification of heterogeneous clase forces on the basis of membership 

of the Chinese race and in the name of the creation of a "great China." 





it should be said here that certain trends of a return to the political system which 
existed at the start of the 1960's were discerned even during Mao Zedong's lifetime. 
Thus as early as 1969 a start was made on restoring the structure of the party, whose 
committees and organizations, with the exception of those of the army, had been 
destroyed in the period of the “cultural revolution"; the "Red Guards"--joint puni- 
tive bodies of the time of the “cultural revolution” which combined the functions of 
security, public prosecutor's office and court of law authorities--were liquidated 
and the fudictal authorities (separated from the security authorities, but withou* 
the restoration of the public prosecutor's office) were restored at the start of 

the 1970's; and the union, women's and youth organizations and so forth which had 
been broken up in 1966 were recreated up to the provincial level. 


The PRC's poset-Mao Zedong leadership bas accelerated this process and at the same 
time embarked on a reorganization of the political system which had been created by 
its opponents as instruments of the power struggle (the urban “worker emergency vo- 
lunteers," the "sections for struggle against capitalist roaders" in the public 
safety bodies and so forth, for example). Other vestiges of the past in the poli- 
tical system were abolished gradually. The revolutionary committees are a typical 
example of this. At the first stage (1977) the prescribed task was to purge the 
province ial-level revolutionary committees which were the most important in the 
power struggle. The preparations for the convening of the first session of the 
ACAPR of the Fifth Convocation were used to this end. A process of liquidating 
the revolutionary committees in establishments and at enterprises and the intro- 
duction of a eystem of the individual responsibility of the leaders (directors, 
chiefs and eo forth) working “under the guidance of the party committees" was pro- 
claimed. Finally, by a decision of the second session of the ACAPR of the Fifth 
Convocation the revolutionary committees--the last terminological survival of the 
“cultural revolution” in the state structure--were abolished and replaced by local 
people's governments headed by provincial governors, city mayors and district and 
regional heads. The revolutionary committees of the communes were transformed 
into boards. 
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Currentiy the principal inatitutions of the PRC's political system are practically 
indietinguishable in their organizational forms from those which existed prior to 
the “cultural revolution." However, certain changes have been made in these also: 
for example, standing committees of the local assemblies of people's representatives 
have begun to be organized, the especial tribunals in railroad and water transport 
which were abolished way back in 1957 have been restored and provision has been 
made for the possibility of the formation of forest tribunals and other special 
courts of law; chambers for economic affairs have been established as part of the 
conventional lawcourtse of various levels; and so forth. Changes have been made in 
the procedure of the formation of the assemblies of people's representatives: not 
only the lower assemblies but also regional-level assemblies have come to be formed 
“experimentally” by way of direct elections with the introduction of secret bal- 
loting; @ rule on the number of candidates being greater than the number of deputy 
mandates has been established. 


These and other changes and modifications in the state structure of the PRC cannot 
be defined unambiguously. The majority of them is aimed at increasing the cf fi- 
ciency of the machinery of state, but certain of them also have a definite propa- 
ganda charge in creating a "new image" for China, about which, to judge by every- 
thing, the present Beijing leadership is very concerned. 


Measures were also adopted simultaneously to arm the PRC's machinery of state with 
rules of law insuring its efficient functioning. 


The first series of laws was ratified by the second session of the ACAPR of the 
Fifth Convocation, including laws on the organization of local power organs and 
administrations, the court of law and the public prosecutor's office, Electoral 
Law, the Law on Mixed Chinese-Foreign Enterprises and the Criminal Code and the 

Law of Criminal Procedure. A number of edicts and decrees and also experimental 
laws on the regulation of forestry, nature conservation, rewards for inventions and 
she manufacture of high-quality products and others were issued the same year. in 
addition, certain enactments on the maintenance of public order which were adopted 
at the end of the 1950's were promulgated anew. All these spheres of legal regusa- 
tion are topical for China, particularly the waintenance of public order, in con- 
nection with increased crime and instances of mass disturbances. However, as prac- 
tice shows, the legal and even police methods are proving inadequate and recourse 
to the assistance of military units is necessary. 


The introduction afresh of legislative regulation in the PRC is, of course, synm- 
ptomatic compared with the tyranny that had been implanted since the time of the 
“cultural revolution.” But at the same time in present-day China it is also largely 
a formal act since there are no trained personnel capable of implementing this 
legislation (as Deng Xiaoping admitted, there is a shortage of up to 2 million 
lawyers in the country for work in the lawcourt, public prosecutor's office and the 
police), there is no appreciable experience and no traditions of administration sup- 
ported by rules of law, and a substantial proportion of the population is illiter- 
ate. The positive effect of the enacted legislation may be linked only with the 
future. 


After the demise of Mao Zedong and the removal of the gang of four, the new coali- 
tion of Chinese leaders adopted measures to increase the efficiency of the party 
machinery and the party organizations as instruments of the implementation of the 
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“four modernizations" program, The division of themachinery of the local party com- 
mittees and the revolutionary committees (people's governments) and the general 
course of freeing the party machinery from administrative functions, restoration of 
the CCP Central Committee Secretariat and the post of general secretary and the 
creation of commissions for checking on discipline appear to be the most important of 
these measures, Not all these measures are aimed solely at increasing the efficiency 
of the party machinery; they aleo reflect the intraparty struggle within the CCP. 
However, even considering this factor, they are capable of strengthening the leading 
elements of the party and insuring the more successful pursuit of the leadership's 
political course. 


At the same time a state of ideological stagnation, passiveness, confusion and a 
failure to comprehend the changes which are occurring typifies the greater part of 
CCP members, as before. This is caused both by the many years of the domination of 
the Mao Zedong line and also the extremely motley composition of the party, one- 
half of which (18 million persons, according to official figures) joined the CCP 

at the time of the “cultural revolution,” when admittance to the party was simpli- 
fied to the utmost, the candidate's period of probation was abolished and it was 
mainly the mindless "activists" of the political campaigns who became party members. 
It is now openly admitted that this contingent does not have the “elementary data 
essential to a party member,” has “an inadequate idea" of the “illustrious tradi- 
tions and style" and “is incapable of performing the role of model vanguard." 


The united front policy being pursued by the current PRC leadership is imbued with 
extreme nationalism. Endeavoring to enlist broader strata of Chinese in the PRC 
and abroad in the implementation of ite main political policy--the "four moderni- 
zations” program--it has galvanized the united front organization--the Chinese Peo- 
ple's Political Consultative Council (CPPCC)--which has been set the task of uni- 
ting on a broad nationalistic platform "all the forces which can be rallied toge- 
ther." A nationalistic bloc on the basis of the organization of a united front is 
designed, as the Beijing leaders intend, to also serve for wnification in the in- 
ternational arena “with all the forces which may be rallied together to form the 
broadest united front of struggle against hegemonism,” which in practice means 
whipping up hostility toward the Soviet Union, socialist Vietnam and world social- 
tiem as a whole. 


The first session of the CPPCC All-China Committee, which was held in February- 
March 1978, approved the measures outlined by the Beijing ruling clique in the 
sphere of the country's militarization and a hegemonist foreign policy. Course was 
set toward the political and ideological unification of forces which are mixed in 

a class respect. The CPPCC rules adopted at this session recorded the policy of 
the present leadership of the more extensive representation of the Chinese bour- 
geoisie (including the domestic bourgeoisie, which has now become a "socialist 
tofler”) in the united front bodies and the acceptance of illusory political plur- 
aliem under the slogan of the “long coexistence and mutual control" of the CCP and 
the emall so-called "democratic" parties of the bourgeoisie and bourgeois intel- 
ligenteia. It is not fortuitous that a considerable number of representatives of 
foreign Chinese and so-called “patriotic figures" specially invited by the Beijing 
leadership is part of the present CPPCC All-China Committee, accounting altogether 
for more than half the places in the united front's highest body. At the same time 
the mass public organizations are represented by only 5 percent of the CPPCC Ali- 
China Commit.-e delegates. 
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The framework of the "revolutionary united front" was enlarged at the second sea- 
sion of the All-China Committee in June-July 1979 by way of the inclusion therein 
of all Chinese, irrespective of citizenship ("all those who love the motherland"). 
The decisions of a meeting on the united front's werk held in Auguat-September 1979 
led the untted front even further to the right. Th.s ‘eclared the front to be “a 
broad political alliance of all socialist workers and patriots supporting socialiam 
and patriote advocating reunification of the motherland.” The very name of the 
front has also been changed--it has come to be called the "revolutionary-patriotic 
united front"; it is now no longer said, as was recorded earlier, that it is “under 
the leadership of the working clase and is based on the alliance of the working class 
and peasantry." Furthermore, according to the new wording concerning the composi- 
tion of the front, it is not even necessary to recognize socialism as the politi- 
cal program to join this organization. The main goal of this organization is the 
search for contacts with the Taiwan authorities and the enlistment in the "four 
modernizations’ not only of the domestic but also the Chinese foreign | syangan- 
skaya) and |aomyn'skaya) bourgeoisie. The Beijing leaders are attempting to use 
through the united front its capital, experience and knowledge for the accelerated 
—— of the country's economy, particularly its military-industrial poten- 
tial. 


In the period since Mao the Beijing leaders have given serious attention to the 
Organization of mass support for the regime and the ideological indoctrination of 
the masses, which the union, youth and women's organizations are under the condi- 
tions of present-day China. 


The Chinese leadership's interest in relations with various population strata and 
groups and its endeavor tc broaden and strengthen its social support are also re- 
flected in congress materials and the present activity of the mass public organize- 
tions. They testify to the Beijing leaders’ attempts to enlist the masses in active 
participation in production work and sociopolitical activity under the slogan of the 
creation of a “great China” by the end of the 20th century. The Beijing leadership 
is imposing “modernized” Maosim as the basis of the activity of the public or,ani- 
zations and is attempting to consolidate the basic provisions of its politica! 
course as these organizations’ long-term program goals. 


In a study of the political institutions of present-day China we have to guare 
against conclusions based on an evaluation of outward forms divorced from the goals 
toward which their activity is directed. In other words, the internal characcter- 
istics of China cannot be divorced from its political dynamics, that is, the basic 
directions of its policy. We may state, given this aspect of the study (and we 
mentioned this above), that there has been no change in this policy's strategic 
goals since Mao Zedong and that there are no grounds for speaking of a fundamental 
distinction between the policy of the present Chinese leadership and that of Mao 
Zedong. The current Chinese leaders are displaying identical hostility both 

toward the domestic forces striving for the realization of the truly socialist ideais 
of the Chinese revolution and also toward the international revolutionary forces 
aspiring to real socialism.

PLANS OF WEST, PRC, OTHER REACTIONARIES FOR AFRICA

Excerpt The events of the last few years indicate convincingly that the Afri- 
ean continent holds an ever greater place in the policy of imperialist povers. 

The ruling circles of the biggest states of the capitalist world look upon Africa 
from the standpoint of selfish imperialist interests, not hiding the fact that 

they see in it a global region of economic, political and military-strategic impor- 
tance. The West also tries in every possible way to use the growing political in- 
fluence of 50 independent African countries in the world arena in its own interest. 





As is well known, many African countries are famous for their natural resources, 
including fuel and energy raw materiale, timber and hydraulic resources. Large 
reserves of petroleum (approximately 150 billion tons) and natural gas (42 tril- 
lion cuble metere) are concentrated in the depthe of the continent. 


During the period from 1950 through 1978 American monopolies took out from Africa 
(without the Republic of South Africa) profits totaling 7,958 billion dollars, 
which exceeded the growth of their direct investments in the region during the 
same period more than threefold and the net influx of new capital investments, al- 
most sixfold. In 1978 raw materials worth almost 2 billion dollars were exported 
to the United States from the Republic of South Africa alone. 


Africa also holds the leading place in the neocolonialist plans of Western Buro- 
pean countries. First, the part of former colonies where the political and econ- 
omic interests of ‘former metropolitan countries continues to remain very signifi- 
cant are concentrated on the African continent. Second, through an intensive ex- 
ploitation of Africa's natural resources the Western Buropean bourgeoisie strives 
to lessen ite financial and economic dependence on the United States. Third, Af- 
rican countries continue to remain for the monopolistic capital of Western Europe 
an important market for the sale of its goods. 


The African policy of both the United States and European imperialist powers and 
their diplomatic, political and ideological activity in African countries have been 
ereatly activated in the last few years. The object of activity of Western povers 
is clear to the utmost: To keep, as far as possible, the continent's developing 
countries within the framework of the capitalist system, to retain its positions 
there and to weaken the growing influence of the USSF and other countries of the 
socialist camp. 
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To attain ite goals, imperialism uses the entire arsenal of political, economic, 
ideological and other means available at ite disposal. Recently, however, in the 
fight for ti retention of ite rather shaky positions more and more often imperi- 
aliem again \~tes to use in Africa euch "traditional" methods of enslaving and 
sudjugating nat'ons as the threat of u'litery power, direct aggresion and armed in- 
tervention. The new colonial policy of imperialiem "theoretically" is based on 
the false statements, so tiresome and sickening for so long, on "Soviet expansion- 
fam," “communist threat” to Africa and existence of all kinds of “arcs of tension" 
and “crises.” According to the estimates of NATO strategists, all thie should 
serve as a “Justification” for enenaring Africa with new military bases and "sup- 
port pointe” of imperialist powers, primarily the United States. 


Tt should be noted that the policy of imperialism with respect to Africa cm. be 
callea "new" only conventionally. However, some new aspects are really visible in 
it. Attempts by the ruling circles of the United States and other NATO countries 
even if temporarily to overcome interimperialist contradictions and to find mutually 
acceptable compromises for the sake of retaining Africa in the capitalist system are 
observed more clearly. The large-scale and mass use of ver.ous methods of influen- 
cing African countries is noteworthy. As indicated by the increasingly frequent 
meetings of leaders of the United States and other countries of the North Atlantic 
bloc and the conferences of various NATO organs at which African affairs are dis- 
cussed, the coordination of the strategy and tactics *f imperialists in Africa be- 
comes ever more active. Peking, the Republic of Sout. ‘rica, Israel and reaction- 
ary Arab regimes act together with them on the African continent. 


The striving of imperialist circles and their minions to disrupt Africa's unity, 
which from the early 1960's has been used effectively by the countries of the con- 
tinent to protect their common interests, is manifested ever more clearly. At one 
time, when the Organization of African Unity was established, the leaders of men- 
ber countries arrived at the common view that the desired goal could be attained 
only through a joint fight againet imperialism, neocolonialism and racisr. Now the 
West tries to organize so-called miniblocs in Africa. 





The Republic of South Africa, with which imperialist powers established a close 
military cooperation a long time ago, has also een included in NATO's strateg-- 
piane. Discussions in connection with the establishment of the imperialist SATO 
(South Atlantic Treaty Organization) bloc conceived in the early 1960's, into 
which, along with the United States and Western European countries, the Republic 
of South Africa, Brazil and Chile should have entered, have been revived. 


Thus, leading Western powers have extended the imperialist bloc policy to African 
land. This policy is aimed at splitting the Organ.cation of African Unity, setting 
eome African countries against others and using local reaction for the mercenary 
interests of imperialism. Imperialist powers activate their efforts in South Af- 
rica in order to avoid a further intensification of the liberation struggle in the 
Republic of South Africa and Nemibfe which now, after the accession of national- 
patriotic forces to power in Zimbabwe, have remained the last bastions of racists 
on the continent. 


Western powers are seeking new means of pressure on independent African states. A 
plan for the establishment of special invasion forces, which could be quickly 
transferred to any point of the globe where the economic or political interests of 
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American imperialism would be threatened, is now being implemented in the United 
States. It should be noted that the idea of creation of a military formation, 
which would intervene in conflicts in developing countries, is by no means new. 


There is no doubt that the plans for the formation of "quick reaction forces” are 
rooted in the desire of a certain part of the American ruling circles to reactivate 
the performance by the United States of the role of a “world policeman." Another 
Question arises: Why are such plans being hastily realized precisely now, when 
the especially acute problem of further slackening tension and intensifying and 
consolidating relaxation in the military, not only in the political, area is on the 
agenda of international life? The answer to this question is unambiguous: The 
processes awakened by national liberation and anticolonial revolutions continue, 
which is expressed in the growing struggle of the liberated nations for the consal- 
idation of their political and economic independence and against the intrigues of 
neocolonialist forces. This makes the imperialist reaction helplessly furious. 





The “quick reaction forces” created by the Pentagon are designed for incursion 

across the borders of the foreign states and their occupation. It is implied that they 
can also be used for a "demonstration of evrength,” intimidation of states objec- 
tionable to the United States, "giving assistance” to regimes following the lead 

of Washington's policy, or supporting the regular troops of the United States in 

case of a major military conflict. 


England alse has forces for an armed intervention in the internal affairs of other 
countries. They include two aircraft carriers, airborne units and special subddi- 
visions for suppressing the acts of p.pular masses. In the early 1960's England 

sent its battalions to Kenya and Tanzania to supprese the “mutiny” of local units. 


The policy of French imperialism in Africa should also be discussed. It is true 
that in our days French monopolistic capital is waging a struggle for the consol- 
{dation of its positions in Africa mainly by peaceful means, using primarily econ- 
omic levers. However, it must not be forgotten that France keeps 12,000 to 15,000 
soldiers on the African continent. They are disposed on permanent bases located 
on the territory of Senegal, the Ivory Coast, Gabon, Djibouti and the islands of 
Mayotte and Reunion. France provided transport aircraft for lifting Belgian troops 
during the antigovernment actsin the Shaba Province (Zaire) in 1977 and in 1978 
sent 650 parachutists of the Foreign Legion there. 


France's imperialist circles were some of the initiators of the creation of "mo- 
bile African police forces” in the course of the events in Shaba. The military 
unite transferred to Zaire from ea number of African countries politically and econ- 
omically connected with the West represented a kind of prototype of so-called 
inter-African intervention forces. Acting under NATO control, such forces, acord- 
ing to the intention of their creators, should be sent to the regions of Africa 
where there is a threat to the interests of neocolonizers. 


Egyptian authorities and some other reactionary Arab regimes manifested special 
zeal in the creation of the “inter-African forces.” They sent large arms ship- 
mente, including heavy artillery, and groups of military advisers to Zaire. 
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[t 1s quite obvious that the attempts to legalize the formation of "“inter-African 
intervention forces" are fraught with dangerous consequences for the nations of 
A’rica, because they lead to a split among African countries and set some states 
against othere. It ia no wonder that such attempts have been resolutely condemne’ 
by the Organization of African Unity. 


West German imperialiem also has selfish interests in Africa. At the beginning of 
1978 African countries owed 4 million pounds sterling to the FRG, which exceeded 
the sum allocated by Bonn for assistance to developing countries in the same year 
approximately sixfold. However, Africans are perturbed not only by the scale of 
Weet Germany's economic expansion in Africa, but by the relations between the FRG 
and the Republic of South Africa as well. The Organization of African Unity often 
condemned these relations, especially in the area of nuclear, military and econ- 
omic cooperation between Bonn and the apartheid regime. Complete denial is the 
usual reaction of Bonn authorities to such accusations. 


New opportunities for Western military concerns in the area of development and 
testing of arms, including rocket weapons, have opened up as a result of the sec- 
ret agreement concluded by the West German firm Orbital Transport und Raketen AG 
(OTRAG) with Zaire authorities on granting a territory of 150,000 square km for the 


establishment of a rocket range. 


Israel's ruling circles have also found a common language with the racists of the 
Republic of South Africa. Coincidence of the main political and ideological con- 
cepts of Zionism and apartheid forms the basis for the ominous alliance of racist 
regimes directed against the national liberation movement of African nations. 


The Peking leadership also acts together with imperialism against independent Af- 
rica. Peking considers keeping its personnel, including military, in various Af- 
rican countries self-evident. China actively cooperates with the Republic of 
South Africa in the organization of subversive activity against Angola and sSup- 
pression of the liberation movement in Namibia. The Maoist ieadership did not 
condemn the aggression again Ethiopia and did not manifest readiness to come to 
its aid. Conversely, Peking was infuriated by the assistance of socialist Cuba 
to the victim of aggression. Chinese representatives actively support the -en- 
African Congress--a reactionary organization, which takes extremely nationalistic 
and even racist positions and denies any possibility of cooperation with the pro- 
gressive circles of the white population of the Republic of South Africa. The 
leaders of the Pan-African Congress are outspoken anticommunists, which, however, 
does not prevent Peking from cooperating with them, ignoring the true leader of 
the antiracist movement in the Republic of South Africa--the African National 
Congress. 


The fact that Peking, forming a bloc with imperialists, supported "“Biafra’ sepa- 
ratists, who sought to undermine the unity of Nigeria, sent military instructors 
and large arms shipment to CIA agent H. Roberto, who opposed the Angolian revo- 
lution, and conducted acts of sabotage against Benin, is well remembered in Af- 
rica. The Peking leadership welcomed the armed intervention of NATO countries in 
Zaire. All these facts eloquently indicate how far Peking went in its betraval of 


tne nations of the African continent. 
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It is characteristic that the countries of the continent that proclaimed the path 
of socialist orientation the principle of their development have become the ob- 
jects of the most serious political, economic and military sabotake in Africa. 
This ie due to the fact that they most systematically implement anti-imperialist 
measures aimed at the attainment of true economic independ nce. 


Young African states are ever more distinctly aware of the danger of the intrigues 
and goals of imperialism. 


Three trer are ever more clearly observed in the foreign political activity of 
most independent states of the African continent: struggle against colonialism, 
racism and apartheid and for the liberation of territories still remaining under 
the yoke of colonizers; activization of efforts directed toward the further 
strengthening of political and economic independence; striving for a wiity of ac- 
tions and increase in Africa's role and weight in international affairs. 


Young African states inherited exceptionally complex problems from colonial powers. 
Comrade L. I. Brezhnev gave a very clear evaluation of the present situation on 

the African continent, pointing out that the instability in Africa "is caused by 
external forces, which try to prevent African nations from selecting a path they 
consider most suitable for themselves." The attempts by imperialism to establish 
new military bases on African land and to involve African countries in its dan- 
gerous adventures with a view to diverting them from the solution of truly import- 
ant problems affecting the fundamental interests of their nations are a direct 
challenge to Africa. 


However, the progressive world community firmly believes that, ultimately, despite 
the desperate opposition of imperialism, Africa's fate will be solved by the Af- 
ricans themselves. The Soviet State, systematically implementing the precepts of 
the great Lenin, will continue, as Comrade L. I. Brezhnev stresses, to support the 
anticolonial and antiracist liberation struggle of Africa's nations.

Chapter I is ''The Working Class -- The Most Consistent Bearer of Proletarian 
Internationalism." 


Noting that scientific literature does not contain a uniform opinion concerning 
the periodization of the development of proletarian internationalism, the authors 
feel that the preferable approach to the resolution of this question is the one 
taken by the researchers who isolate three basic stages in the historical devel- 
opment of proletarian internationalism, corresponding to the stages of development 
of the world revolutionary movement of the working class: the first, from the 
middle of the nineteenth century; the second, from the Great October Socialist 
Kevolution to the formation of the world system of socialism; and the third, 

the modern stage (p 22). 


At the first stage of its development, internationalism manifested itself chiefly 
in the interaction (support, solidarity) of the workers in one country or a

From this 
revolutionary dialectics there evolved the necessity of converting proletarian 
internationalism into a material force, since, under conditions of the prolonged 
coexistence of the two opposing systems and their conflict, it was necessary to

hae is xplained by at least a few circumstances. Religious rites ang holidays 
firet of all carry within themselves a large emotional and psychological load. 

In order to exert a stronger effect upon the emotions of the believers and 


thus to facilitate their assimilation of the corresponding principles in their 
wma, the clergy, in the process of carrying out ritualistic actions and cere- 


monies mplovys artistically selected speech, music, singing, painting, and theatri- 
cal elements Realizing that many people are greatly impressed by the outside and 


ingide decoration of temples, the leadership of church centers spare no expenses in 


bservations, the association of evangelical Christian Baptists, emphasizing 





in words the “spiritual nature” of their faith, actually is also doing everything 
to create an atmosphere of great solemnity and pomp at meetings devoted to 
the conducting of various rites and calendrical religious holidays. 


The force of the influence of religious rites is aleo determined to a considerabl: 
degree by the fact that the ministers of the cult know, 80 to speak, how to 

“play on” people's emotions. By surrounding the most important moments in people's 
lives with brilliant, impressive rites and rituals, the church obtains the oppor- 
tunity to evoke the moods that it needs and, in general, to indoctrinate the 
believers along the direction that is favorable for the church. 


for example, when a child is born, the ministers of the cult, zealous adherents 

to religious congregations, attempt to persuade the parents, who are excited by 

that joyous event, that it is necessary to christen the infant. Otherwise, they 
assure the parents, the child will not have a happy life. 


in order to make the believers’ emotions psychologically “open” for the perception 
of religious views, they have persistently forced upon them the idea that a 
church wedding can guarantee 4 strong marriage bond. 


In addition, the ministers of the cult remind people that, in addition to various 
duties linked with the management of the household and the education of the 
children, the married couple must divide between themselves a life of faith, must 
create a “home church." 


An important role in the propagation of religious ideology is played by church 
holidays. Take, for example, the Orthodox church calendar. It is so full of 
these holidays that not a single day in the year remains free. As is well known, 
sume of the church holidays are organically linked with Biblical topics, for 
example, Easter, Christmas, Whitsun, etc. With the aid of these holidays, the 
ministers of the cult gradually feed into the consciousness of the people who 
mark those holidays erroneous, antiscientific views and ideas, a morality that 

is alien to the socialist way of life, the morality contained in “Holy Writ.” 


As we can see, religious rites and holidays are replete with definite content that 
reflects one's political philosophy, the assimilation of which content has a 
detrimental influence upon the person's spiritual outlook and behavior: it 
inhibits his mental and cultural development, lowers his dignity, ‘etters his 
creative initiative, and prevents him from developing an active vital position

AGRICULTURAL POLICY ROUNDTABLE: BETTER MANAGEMENT, PLANNING METHODS NEEDED 
Moscow SOVETSKAYA ROSSIYA in Russian 30 Oct 80 pp 1-2 


(Text) On the Advice of Our Readers 


In September and October, our newspaper printed five essays by Ivan Vasil'yev telling 
what concerns party workers, farm leaders and specialists, farmers and stockraisers 
of Velikolukskiy Rayon, Pskovskaya Oblast, today. He reflected on a broad range of 
problems in the modern village. 


One of his main thoughts concerned the fact that modern agricultural production in 
the rayon, which has quite a few material resources and skilled specialists avaii- 
able to it, is still slow in becoming more efficient due to obsolete forms of man- 
agement, economically imperfect Links between the basic producers of output and the 
organizations whose designated purpose it is to view the whole point of their acti- 
vity as being to help that basic producer. Hence, there is disproportionality in 
developing subdivisions of the rayon agroindustrial complex, in the sense that 
Auxillary services gain strength significantly faster and with less responsibility 
for the use of state funds than do the primary link in this cooperation, the 
KULkhOZges and sovkiiozes, 


The letters to the editors brought and continue to bring us numerous reader responses 
to what he wrote. There are among them voices of approval and attempts to deveiop 
and expand the topic; there is bewilderment -- do we have to discuss our "sores" 
openiy in the press, even if they in fact exist; and there are also irritation, hos- 
tile sharpness and assertions that the newspaper and the author took it upon them- 
selves to judge something they know little about, although we know 1. Vasil'yev gave 
no advice concerning sowing and harvesting technology, irrigation or drainage. 


Materials from a recent October CPSU Central Committee Plenum provide an exhaustive 
reply to both the danger of excess operaess and attempts to discuss socially signi- 
ficant problems within a narrow circle of specialists. In Comrade L. I. Brezhnev's 
speech at the Plenum, much attention was paid to preparing the food program, and it 
was emphasized once again that “the egroindustrial, food complex must be both 
planned and financed and managed as as single entity, ensuring good end results." 
The party is seeking out specific ways of implementing this fundamental principle, 
and one would think that under these conditions, collective analysis of present-day 
rural problems and collective searches for constructive solutions to them are ex- 
tremely necessary. 


Many readers advised the editors to continue the discussion begun i 1. Vasil 'vev 
essays in their responses. We are taking that advice. A SOVETSKAYA ROSSIYA 
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“roundtable” was held in Velikiye Luki, Taking part in the discussion were party 
and economic leaders of Pakovekaya Oblast, representatives of a number of ministries, 
departments and ectentific inatitutions, and workera in culture and public education, 


Let us note that the “roundtable” discussion wae held prior to the October CPSU Cen- 
tral Committee Plenum, and it is remarkable that the thoughts of a majority of the 
participants itn this discussion were consonant with the aims and conclusions con- 
tained in Comrade L. 1. Brezhnev's speech. This is proof once again that the party 
is relying tn ite decisions on broad collective opinion and deeply analyzes practi- 
CAl needa, 


It te especially important, the Plenum noted, to increase the responsibility of 
cadres, to develop initiative in work, to prevent petty guardianship and dealing 
with kolkhog and sovkhor leaders and specialists just by means of orders and de- 
crees. That is the topic with which the “roundtable” discussion began. 





Why the Unnecessary Guardianship’ 


in recent years, Pakov area farms, like those in other oblasts, have been reinforced 
with skilled cadres and veterans have acquired new experience. They are capable of 
shouldering many complex tasks. And mistrust of them, unnecessary regulation of 
their actions, ia# becoming less tolerable. 


"We favor administrator's producing qualitatively new thinking,” said M. N. Yelise- 

yev, director of “Novoskol 'nicheskiy"” sovkhoz. "A fair demand, as the scope and 

tas f production are such that the old baggage, the old methods of leadership, 

not only do not provide movement forward, but pull us back. Understanding that, you 

prepare yourself to shoulder a heavier load. But what is being asked of us now? it 

is often annoying and insulting that someone who has grown up on the land and worried 
ibout his work that he can't stop even in his sleep is admonished like a dull 

child and kept on a leash. Comrades have come up to me and said what directives are 

being sent down the departmental ‘ladder.’ All well and good. Instructions on when 

ind how many heifers to inseminate, where to send vehicles and with what freight.... 


ine. M. N. Yelisevev told of a typical occurrence. For several years, the 


khoz has been given a firm assignment to plant root crops on 60 hectares. Nei- 
ther the director nor the spectalists have any bias against root crops: they are 
nec iry in the feed rations. But the problem is that we do not have the equip- 
ment to plant and work the recommended crop. They know this in the ravon and in the 


blast; they know that weeds have been growing in place of root crops for many years. 


e, one cannot id production workers blameless for field and stock farm un- 
eness; they make quite a few mistakes and leave work unfinished. But one 
a) me nn but see how planning divorced from concrete conditions cools enthusiasm 
ind hinders the development of initiative. 

Participan in the nversation also sharply criticized planning on the basis of a 
u.ied achieved leve The sense and purpose are good and progressive: having 
ach: ne level, the next target will be higher, and, they say, we will raise our- 
elve step by step. In fact, this innocence and ingenuousness often leads to the 
ite re t ine example was given from "Pobeda"” sovkhoz. The dairy herd at 
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this leading farm consists of a thousand cows, each of which provided 3,283 kg ol 
milk last year, For Psakovekaya Oblast, that is an outstanding indicator; farms 
here rarely can brag about such yields, Honor and encouragement to these leading 
workers’ Nothing of the sort, Milkmaid wages dropped and sovkhoz leaders were 
showered with rebukes. The fact is that last year's results on the "Pobeda" were 
iower than those for the year before last. So the honors went to a neighbor with 
five times fewer cows and vields nearly 1,000 kg lower, but it was able to advance 
from extremely low figures to ones not so low. 


We know that the principle of "planning from what has been achieved" has repeatedly 
heen condemned. But inasmuch as it remains unshaken, it is to the point to recall 
what practical workers consider to be its main flaws. 


it is the leading farms which lose most of all from plan figures which grow steadily 
year by year. They have venerally already exhausted extensive growth factors and in 
order to reach new heights they need not goading but qualitative changes in the forms 
of production organization, technology, machinery and equipment, and so on. These 
things come neither easily nor quickly, but punishment for failing to conform to the 
principle of “achieved level" follows anyway, no metter how high the overall back- 
ground of that level. As in the example of "Pobeda" sovkhoz. 


And isn't it more advantageous in this case to seek cover in the calm of safe fig- 
ures, to work with a little in reserve, to move fast without hurrying, to add grain, 
neat and milk not in tons, but in quintals or better yet, in kilograms? 


“To the credit of the majority of our leaders and specialists, they have not pone 
ilong with this position,” stresses Hero of Socialist Labor G. I. Getsentov, director 
of "Pobeda"” sovkhoz. "We see the planning defects, talk about them openly and work 
for changes in procedure, but we do not deny our responsibility for providing the 
country with food and try to work more efficiently. I think the plan must be as 

taut as possible, so that carrying it out will demand maximum investment of our 
knowledge, ability and experience. That is the only way we should work. But the 
plan indicators must also rest on reality. 


"Vas'yva" sovkhoz director F. Khyunnev was not in Velikiye Luki that day, but his 
ce was heard at the "roundtable." The latest issue of PSKOVSKAYA PRAVDA printed 
in article by him. As if supplementing our discussion, E. Khyunnev wrote about ths 
umerous assignments communicated to the farm: firm plan, additional assignment, 
iper-additional assignment.... In the end, he asks, what should be considered the 
law? Why are farms given such noticeably different demands at the same time? 





The goals are very good, of course: achieve a situation in which more quality out 
it leaves the kolkhoz and sovkhoz fields, in which the customer can tind in every 
od store goods which meet his tastes and needs. It is all a question of how t 
chieve this. 


nsideration of the facts put forward by participants in the "roundtable" conver- 


sation leads the following conclusion. 


[It is impossible to imagine that sitting in the organizations and departments which 
directly manage agricultural production are people who naively believe in the mira- 
us power of orders, recommendations and directives, especially ones not supported 





materially. in any case, a majority of the managers are free of such illusions, 
Then why are they forced to resort to circulars on every occasion? Just because of 
inertia of thought and out-moded concepts of leadership style (these factors must 
also be borne in mind)? 


“Roundtable” participants correctly noted that what has happened is that the enormous 
and ever-increasing allocations being made by the state to develop agriculture are 
reaching the countryside through numerous departmental channels: reclamation, con- 
struction, maintenance, agrochemical.... In many instances, the agricultural de- 
partments proper, from rayon to ministry, have neither the rights nor the obliga- 
tions to monicor and redistribute all the flows of money and materials being di- 
rected into the countryside. But at the same time, it is precisely these management 
subdivisions, and no one else, which must account for kolkhoz and sovkhoz end re- 
sults -- threshing, weight gain, milk yields, profit and loss. Naturally, given 
this situation, they most often lean on the most accessible means of influence, and 
the {lywheel comes full circle. 


Spectalization done in haste, formally and with distortions causes quite a few com- 
plications in the work of all management and production links. Management and plan- 
ning become appreciably more complex with the creation of a system of all manner of 
"industries" removed from subordination to rayon links, and essentially oblast ones 
as well. At the "roundtable," administrators spoke with alarm about the fact that 
they are entangled and don't know "who is subordinate to what and how far removed," 
This example was given in our discussion. Only 12 percent of the public sheep herd 
in the oblast is part of the Kalinin "Ovtseprom." Isn't that a paradox? 


Toward Equal Responsibility 


[. Vasil'vev's essays devoted considerable space to the departmental scattering of 
rural industrial organizations. This topic was also the focus of attention at the 
"roundtable." Confronting the controversy between party workers, farm leaders and 
representatives of subcontractor organizations added particular intensity and inter- 
est to it. In the new examples of conflict situations, senseless resolutions and ex- 
pensive tsolation, one can trace an alarming trend whose development has thus far 
been restricced little. It would therefore obviously be legitimate to look once 
again into the mirror of everyday practice and try to understand what lies behind 
outwardly amusing incidents. 


Representatives of the "Pskovme.foratsii" came to "Pobeda"’ sovkhoz director G. l. 
Getsentov, already introduced to our readers, with a request that he allocate them 
a plot of land to build a housing, social- and personal-services complex. 


was very pleased by their visit," says Grigoriy Ivanovich. "A good project! We 
attach their complex to one of our villages, combine funds and effort, and it can be 
built faster and cheaper; we would save a lot on the utilities alone.... 


The petitioners did not like the director's idea. They wanted to build alone, and 
even the fact that a rich, strong farm was agreeing to work along with them did not 


swav them in the least. 


"Well, I thought," says Grigoriy Ivanovich, "at least I'm not conceding to bureau- 
ratism. I won't turn over the site, and that's that. But they got around me anyway.

They haggied over 50 hectares for themselves. But what 50 hectares they were -- 
they'd crawl into a swamp, just to call it their own! Construction ie now costing 
them several times more, but they are not depressed: they're spending the state's 
money, not thelr own, 


We cannot silently ignore the anxiety expressed by literally all the "roundtable 
particlpants about the state of affairs in reclamation. It was their unanimous opin- 
fon that reclamation workers must release facilities capable of the planned produc- 
tivity. 


Of course, a “swamp epic" can be accepted as a last resort, as someone's personal 
foolishness, but in the first place, both last resorts and personal foolishness are 
possible under very definite conditions and hide the seeds of a natural law; second, 
ind most importantly, there is no lack of examples of both "reclamation" quality and 
a distinct imprint of bureaucratism. 


Oblast agricultural administration chief N. A. Nesterov justly criticized his own ra- 
yon subdivisions and the rayispolkoms for insufficient demandingness of contractors. 
In one rayon, they built a large stockraising complex but did not concern themselves 
with the housing and personal services zone, and an expensive enterprise yielded no 
return. In another, on the other nand, they built houses, but no one knows when the 
shops will be put up. One other curious detail emerged here. In the first instance, 
they managed to "induce" (!) the contractor to do the complex, but in the second, an- 
other leader "persuaded himself" to do the heusing. A matter of personal inclina- 
tion, so to speak. It is time to concern ourselves with selecting and educating com- 
prehensively motivated cadres, as rayon organs can influence the cadres available to 
them only by inspiration, while they report to their own immediate bosses in terms 

of rubles utilized, and they generally do not prove intelligibly and precisely where 
and how those rubles were spent. 


Many party and economic workers spoke of the serious problems which have arisen with 
the arrival of Large vehicles in the oblast. Even aside from their unsuitability 


for a majority of the roads in the Pskov area, the problem mentioned was the many 
misunderstandings which have come to light resulting from that same departmental nar- 
rowness of view. There is nothing with which to weigh the large trucks at the pro- 


curement offices and receiving centers: the old scales won't support the weixh'! 

We have to round up older vehicles (a task in itself!), transfer the freight to them 
and then weigh it. Transfer it by hand, I might add. Just like loading the old-time 
vehicles. That's because rural areas have not received the new loading and unloading 
mechanisms, which must be supplied by another department, somewhere.... 


Thus, that's the position of people directly involved in the agricuitural production 
sphere. They do think it's good that reclamation workers, builders, fitters, main- 
tenance workers, agrochemists and the other specialists so necessary to rural area; 
have come to their assistance. But the time has come to take the next step, convert- 
ing assistants with sufficient rights into production co-participants with responsi- 
bilities measured by the end results of united efforts -- delivery of output to the 
state in the quantity, assortment and quality needed. We can no longer reconcile 
ourselves to the blurring of responsibility. Scattering, or "quagmiring" as the 
author puts it, prevents any possibility of using reliably the primary weapon cf 

the program for developing the Nonchernozem Zone, its multipurpose nature. 
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But what about the other side's opinion? Along what lines are ministry and depart- 
ment workers and sctentists seeking solutions to this difficult problem? 


Precise Measure of Profit 


"lL am astounded by the obstinancy of some of our partners," reflected B. A, Proko- 
shenko, First Secretary of Velikolukskiy Rayon party committee. ‘The 'Mezhkolkhoz- 
stroy' in the RSFSR has gone and created its own trust in 12 southern rayons in our 
oblast, It was ostensibly to raise the level of leadership of construction organi- 
zacions operating here. One little hitch: the trust was created, the staffs ap- 
proved, the | bles arranged...but the funds were not provided and the rights not 
granted, What we got was a transshipment center on paper. Dozens of people receive 
papers and use them as a basis for drawing up papers of their own, sending them on 
down to others. In the course of six years, 12 party raykom first secretaries re- 
quest and demand that an unneeded office be taken away: you don't have enough peo- 
ple, but here there are specialists wasting away from boredom! Either that, or give 
the trust the real authority it needs. Do you think anyone was bothered by this? 


"Ob lmezhkolkhozstroyob"yedineniye" council deputy chairman N. A. Makarov took part 
in the conversation. They asked him why the trust was created. "What do you mean, 
tor 


‘why'?" said N. Makarov in surprise. "The neighboring construction organizations 
e.1so have such trusts. Why not us?" 


"But what if there is nothing and no one for it to manage?" 


"We recently discussed that question among ourselves. We decided to allocate the 
trust a material incentives fund...." 


Laughter broke out in the hall. Comrade Makarov, not understanding, shrugged his 
shoulders. What's the problem, he implied. We have been criticized for six years 
now, but we have responded and made some improvements, so what's so funny? 


This mezhkolkhozstroy leader expressed quite openly the position of the contractor 
organizations. They no longer reject criticism about their isolation or lack of in- 
terest in closer and more equal cooperation with agricultural production. They are 
making definite attempts at rapprochement, and not just in the formal sense that the 
Velikiye Luki trust is. This is clearly expressed in what was said by P. A. Kolomiy- 
ets, Deputy Chairman of the RSFSR Goskomsel'khoztekhnika. He spoke quite convinc- 
ingly about the good changes that have occurred in creating a specialized repair 
service in rural areas. When he was asked about why repairs were so expensive and 
unreliable, about the frequent cases of kolkhoz and sovkhoz mistakes in counting, 

he asked that the particulars not be confused with the system. When the particu- 
lars began iining up in some kind of chain, he spoke of experiments aimed at full, 
guaranteed servicing of kolkhoz and sovkhoz equipment: the results of the experi- 
ments are being carefully analyzed and an improved system will be introduced on a 
broad scale. What else is needed? But there are more and more questions, differ- 
ent in form but essentially the same: has it at any time been asked that the All- 
Russian "'Sel'khoztekhnika" be responsible for production end results, that its own 
well-being be linked to the size of the harvest or the productivity of the farm? 
Persistent practical people view this as the fundamental solution to the problem and 
do not trust any half-measures. P. A. Kolomiyets said regarding this that there are 
so many complications here that we don't know how to overcome them.... 
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The simplest thing is to view this position as conservatism, as a striving to rid 
oneself of unnecessary concerns: on the whole, things have been set up well in the 
"Sel'khoztekhnika,” Set up well? Hardly! Doctor of Economic Sciences I, ©, Usha- 
chev, leader of the management problems department at the All-Union Scientific Re- 
search Institute of Agricultural Economics, touched on this topic in his remarks and 
provided these data. In Bryanskaya Oblast, "Sel'khoztekhnika” subdivisions, rural! 
construction, reclamation and agricultural produce processing have returned very 
solid profits these past three years, but kolkhozes and sovbhozes have suffered 
losses. Isn't that one of the main reasons for conservatism? 


it turns out that summoning farmer-related services to closer cooperation and to 
strengcthentng mutual interests is an empty waste of time. In the words of the old 
Russian saying, they are leaving well enough alone. But the state is concerned in 
the tinal analysis not with the amounts of maintenance or reclamation work done, not 
with the revenues of the various subsidiary services, but, let us repeat once again, 
with why the fields are being sown and new farms built. Consequently, the present 
economic imbalance must also be eliminated economically. 


N. S. Posua'ko, deputy main administration chief in the USSR Ministry of Agriculture, 
intormed discussion participants that forms of effective management of the agroindus- 
trial complex are being developed. Experiments are being conducted in Moldavia, 
Georgia, Estonia and Latvia. The point of the experiment is to concentrate in a 
single agency the leadership of all subdivisions participating in agriculture. The 
representative of the Ministry of Agriculture expressed his readiness to help conduct 
an experiment in Velikolukskiy Rayon, if they consented. 


Good beginnings are welcome, but still, we must note that management forms which are 
optimum for Moldavia, for example, must not be mechanically transferred to the Pskov 
area. This is recognized in the Ministry, and they even caution against stereotypical 
innovations, but there is thus far no system of experiments for different zones. In 
fact, the offer to Velikolukskiy Rayon is happenstance, an improvisation. 


Of course, we cannot but be alarmed by the certain inertia, lack of the necessary ini- 
tiative and persistence in seeking out optimum organizational forms for the complex 
on the part of the RSFSR Ministry of Agriculture. 


A. Ye. Gaponov, Second Secretary of the Pskovskaya Obkom, took part in the editorial 
staff's “roundtable” discussion. He noted in his speech the urgency of the questions 
raised by the newspaper and during the course of this interested, business-like dis- 
cussion of them. Many concrete suggestions merit careful review at the party obkom

\ccording to preliminary calculations, the yield per forage cow and buffalo this 
year will amount to 1,650 kilos or 2.4 times more than the 1969 level, the weight 

ft one head of cattle will be 3/7 percent more, and 40 percent more eggs will be ob- 
tained per laying hen than 10 years ago. The issue of calves will increase 49 
percent and that of Lambs 88 percent. 


The plans and socialist pledges for the production and sale of all types of animal 
husbandry product have been fulfilled in every year of the Ninth and 10th 5-year 
plans. As otf 1 October this year 108,000 tons of milk, 34.5 million eggs and 5,500 
tons of wool had been procured over and above the 10th Five-Year Plan. The quota 
for the sale of meat to the state will also be met ahead of schedule. The head oi 
attle has increased by 18,900, sheep by 34,600, hogs by 7,000 and pouitry by 
108,000 compared with the same period last year. 


Particular mention should be made of the considerable improvements in the quality of 
the products. The proportion of cattle of highest nourishment sold to the state has 


risen to 4] percent. In 9 months of this year the state has been sold 15,500 head 
of heavyweight young steers compared with the 1,09” head sold throughout 1975.
